Again it is our duty to place before the town this report of 
the condition and progress of the schools upon which depends 
so largely the welfare and prosperity of our future citizens. 


We presume that nearly all the people of Holderness are _fa- 
miliar with the circumstances connected with our schools dur- 
ing the past year. ‘‘Toerris human.’’ We have made mis- 
takes in the past, weshall make mistakesin the future, but 
our schools are progressing still. 

The attendance is not as good asit should be, due for the 
most part to sickness perhaps. The parents and scholars are ~ 
not careful enough about regular attendance to school. 
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The truant officer has had several occasions during the year 
to remind parents that a law existed requiring everyday at- 
tendance. 


Our school vear (in most districts 25 weeks) has been aslong 
as is perhaps advisable under the present system of this town. 
We think it will be of more value to our scholars to look 
for the highest and most efficient teacher rather than change 
the length ofterm. Weareaware we are advocating senti- 
ment directly in opposition to some of our citizens, but*we do 
so because it seems reasonable and consistent.

Music and drawing have been a great addition to our vear's 
work, thanks to Mr. Webster’s generosity. The children haye 
not only enjoyed this but some of them have hecome proficient 
in both arts. We are anxious the good work should go on the 
coming year. , 

The Rational method in reading 1st,2nca and 3rd series have 
been adopted and were also a part of Mr. Webster's benevo-- 
lence. These books were only used a part of the fall term but 
the improvement in pronunciation was remarkable. The aim 
of the method is to make the child self-reliant and enable 
him in two years to read. We expect great results the coming 
year from the use of these readers.

Cy. 93 Posiic STATUTES AS AMENDED 1901. 


Section 14. Every person having the custody and control of 
a child bet ween the ages of eight and fourteen years, residing in 
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a school district in which a public school is annually taught, 
shall cause such chiid to attend the public school all the time 
such school is in session, unless the child shall be excused by 
the school board of the district because his physical or mental 
condition is such as to prevent his attendance at school tor 
the period required, or because he was instructed inthe Eng- 
lish language in a private school approved by the school board 
for a number of weeks equal to that in which the public school 
was in session in the common English branches, or, having 
acquired those branches, in other moreadyanced studies. Any 
person who does not comply with the requirements of this 
section shall be fined ten dollars for the first offense and 
twenty dollars for every subsequent offense, for the use of the 
district. | | 
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
